There was further bad news 
for Andover taxpayers this past 
week with the announcement by 
Town Manager J. Maynard Austin, 
that the free cash account for the 
town is $647,411 -- the lowest 
it has been for 10 years. 

The account is generally tapped 
to assist in lowering of the tax 
rate following completion of action 
on money articles at town meet- 
ing. 
The highest the account has been 
since 1960 was in 1968 when there 
was $1,290,812. In 1960, the ac- 
count was $653,207. 

How much money will be taken 
from the account — will be 


-| determined at town meeting. 


A substantial amount is general- 
ly held to provide for contingencies 
or emergencies, 

Last year there was con- 
siderable discussion about 
the amount to be used, with the 
meeting finally approving a figure 
of $550,000 to realize a saving of 
$1 of a tax rate increase which 
ended up being $8 bringing the 
annual levy to $39 per thousand.

ACEO’s committment to restore 
facilities to Dora Adams is 
strengthened by a government re- 
port praising the work of the 
Clay County Community Develop- 
ment Program, which DoraAdams 
and its present director, John 
Buffington began, and which the 
Andover Citizens for Equal Op- 
portunity has aided. According 
to Buffington, “If you people 
hadn’t been supporting us in the 
lean years, we would have had to 
fold up.’’

A senior high school council 
member saw a danger of second- 
ary students using up all the 
$3,000 in the budget for new stu- 
dent activities; an elementary 
delegate argued that high school 
students ‘‘have lots of activities 
already’? and the elementaries 
could use some. 

But still the ideas didn’t come 
thick and fast . . . the kids were 
wondering what the catch was. 
Seifert assured them that the only 
catch was that the school adminis- 
trations weren’t going to suggest 
the programs; if studentscome up 
with an interest group of activity 
and show that a given number of 
children are behind it, the ad- 
ministration says it most likely 
can set it up for them. 

Some of the junior highschoolers 
felt that student projects or use of 
school facilities for meetings, 
sometimes got stuck in adminis- 
trative bottlenecks -- but they were 
challenged by the superintendents. 

‘*Did you go through channels? 
Did you just complain among your- 
selves, or discuss the problem with 
a teacher or administrator?’’ 

And there was some educating 
in how to get things done. ‘‘Sub- 
mit your requests and ideas in 
writing, and keep a copy. Having 
to put something down on paper 
makes you organize your own 
thoughts more clearly. Also, when 
it’s down in writing, there’s no 
doubt or disagreement on what’s 
been said and when. Go through 
the right channels, before yougive 
up or complain. Try it.’’ 

Senior high schooler Steve 
Tetrault says the Student Advisory 
Council is a good idea, good com- 
munication, may get something 
done. And besides, he really 
enjoys watching the younger dele- 
gates in action.

The candidates have been working hard, attempting to 
get their message across to the people, in personal visits, 
at coffee hours and at candidates night programs, 

They deserve to see a good turnout Monday, for win or 
lose, it will be obvious that their efforts were not in vain. 

Be sure and vote Monday — Andover’s future depends on 
it. 


Free Cash 


Further bad news for taxpayers comes this week that the 
free cash account for 1970 is the lowest it has been in 10 
years. 

This account has usually been sufficient to avoid sub- 
stantial tax increases and provide the town with needed 
services. 

This year, however, there will be very little reserve. 

So, the till, or the well gets a little lower. 


A year ago there was a fight on the town meeting floor 
to retain $100,000 more than was finally appropriated. The 
additional funds may have helped this year, but not an 
awful lot. 

The news was not pleasant to hear, but, more or less 
anticipated. 

As town meeting approaches, such announcements are 
not rélished particularly in view of budgetary requests, 
along with several expensive projects to be requested. 

Also there is the possibility of a reduction in funds from 
the state and federal governments and the possibility of 
increased contributions by Andover for state and county 
government. 

In view of the facts, it would appear that the 1970 an- 
nual town meeting will reflect a belt-tightening mood, and 
justifiably so. 


The Pool 


Contained in the recommendations of the recreation and 
conservation study and recommendations which were con- 
ducted for the planning board is a suggestion that the town 
should have an olympic size swimming pool for year 
around use. 

Such items, we feel are nice, but at the present time and 
looking at Andover’s needs for the foreseeable future, it 
appears to be reaching for utopia. 

Many of the recommendations, such as a master plan for 
the Recreation Park and its development along with 
Pomp’s Pond seem to be in line with the recreation needs 
of the town. 

There is suggestion that when new schools are built, or 
present ones expanded, a pool could be included in the 
plans. 

We think it would be commendable to have such a 
facility for the townspeople, but the cost, in view of other 
announced needs certainly would necessitate putting such 

~a project on low priority. 

We are told of the needs for additional classroom space 
at both the elementary and secondary level. 

A water treatment plant is needed within a couple of 
years according to officials. 

With all these capital needs coming soon in the soaring 
costs of a municipal pool, would seem to be something that 
well could be delayed, and we take into consideration the 
rising construction costs resulting.such delay. 

As mentioned previously, it would seem to be utopia, 
at a time when conservative attitudes are needed.

We marvel at those utility work- 
ers, as well as municipal workers, 
who brave the ice and snow and 
other storms to serve the public, 
but particularly on acold, blustery 
day like Monday, they deserve a 
little extra pat on the back.

Every man to his trade, we are 
sure, but there is a group to be 
commended for braving the worst 
of elements. 


Monday night was a busy night 
for municipal officials and ac- 
tivity. 

There was a meeting of the 
selectmen, a planning board ses- 
sion in town hall, a candidates 
night forum in West Andover and 
an open discussion of the town 
meeting warrant with the Finance 
committee at the library. 

For those busy and concerned 
about municipal affairs, it cer- 
tainly made for a busy time. 


We didn’t catch the name of the 
town, or state, but a radio report 
the other night told of state plans 
to build a new prison.in a particu- 
lar locality. 

Naturally it was vigorously op- 
posed by the residents of the area. 
And they appeared to win a some- 
what tainted victorv, 


The bureau of corrections an- 
nounced it would not build in the 
area, because it was found to be 
unfit for a prison, due to pollu- 
tion and odors from nearby fac- 
tories. 


In 1969, Animal Control Officer 
Donald Porter handled 731 cases 
involving dogs, as compared to 
820 a year ago. 

Is this an indication that the 
more lenient animal control law 
has resulted in more restraint 
of canines, as compared to the 
more strict leash law which was 
adopted two years ago? 

Porter investigated 170 com- 
plaints last year, compared to 260 
the year before. 


Signs of Spring continue to show, 
but of course don’t rule out more 
snow. 

As will be noticed in this week’s 
TOWNSMAN, many of the bas- 
ketball and hockey teams are con- 
cluding their seasons, which sig- 
nals the start’ of baseball prac- 
tice, even indoors for some teams.

youth center and information cen- 
ter, a tutorial program, a student 
organization program and is mak- 
ing plans to open a day care

‘‘Here is a program in which 
the people are involved, ...a 
program that is not caught in a 
bureaucratic - administrative so- 
cial welfare syndrome, but is plot- 
ting its own course, steered by 
the poor people themselves.’’ 

Why was the CCCDP office 
burned down, why was Mrs. Adams 
home the target of gunfire?

In complying with court desegra- 
gation orders, the all-white school 
board ordered that the formerly 
black schools, one new, all ingood 
condition, be closed, and all stu- 
dents go to school in the white 
district only, in split shifts, 6:30 
a.m, to 12, and 12:30 to 6 p.m. 
eliminating the school lunch pro- 
gram, on which meant nutrition 
to the 47% of blacks. Mrs. Adams 
has suffered harassment as a re- 
sult of her stand, urging resolu- 
tion of the present situation’s ed- 
ucational hardship and inequality 
for white as well as black school 
children. Mrs. Lloyd’s trip to 
investigate the situation was not 
without its risks. 

Mrs. Lloyd describes Mrs.

Consumers 


In the first of its polls on 
consumer attitudes, the Better 
Business Bureauof Eastern Mass., 
found that the majority of people 
never heard of the Truth in Lend- 
ing Law. 


Members of the Bureau staft 


asked 250 persons who called the 
BBB one day if they felt the Truth 
in Lending Law lowered interest 
rates, was designed for full dis- 
closure, or, if they knew anything 
about it at all, 65.1% replied they 
knew nothing about the law, 34.9% 
correctly answered it was designed 
for full disclosure and no one 
thought the law lowered interest 
rates. 

‘(We were absolutely shocked 
that the vast majority of people 
calling the Bureau for help knew 
little or nothing about what has been 
called, ‘the single most important 
consumer law passed inthe last ten 
years,’ ’’ Leonard L. Sanders, 
BBB President, reported. ‘‘Ifthis 
is true throughout eastern Mass- 
achusetts, a massive job of con- 
sumer education is obviously 
needed. 
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‘Of what use is a law giving 
persons three days to cancel a 
credit contract after signing, if 
they don’t know about it?” Sanders 
asked. ‘‘Obviously the mere pas- 
sage of legislation is not enough, 
it must be implemented and people 
must be told how to use it.”

Vote Due 


Action on the issuance of 
a license to the Coffee Mill has 
been tabled until noon today, fol- 
lowing a meeting of the board 
Wednesday morning. 

The board has tabled the mat- 
ter for the past two weeks and 
did so once again Monday night, 
following comments by Sselect- 
man William Stewart that he had 
some knowledge which might pre- 
vent him from approving the grant. 

Also, Town Counsel Fredric S. 
O’Brien had advised the board 
that he felt the granting of a license 
would have to await a hearing be- 
fore the board of appeals for a 
change in the classification. 

The Coffee Mill at present is a 
restaurant, operating under a 
non-conforming use classification, 
since it was in operation prior to 
the adoption of the town bylaws. 

Counsel, in his opinion to the 
board, stated that issuance of a 
restaurant liquor license would 
‘*change the use to a substantially 
different use and that the estab- 
lishment should secure a variance 
-before the license is granted.’’ 

The board agreed to meet Wed- 
nesday morning on the matter, 
since Selectman Phillip K. Allen 
and Chairman Robert A. Watters 
were absent. 

The executive session was be- 
-lieved to have dealt with Select- 
man Stewart’s comments. 

Following some time, the board 
decided to meet at noon today to 
take a vote on the matter. 

Fred MacDonald recently as- 
sumed the operation after it had 
been closed for several months.
